WASHINGTON, Oct. 21—Fail- 
ure of the Justice Department to 
investigate the liquor distilling ig- 
dustry in 1949 for anti-trust law 
violations was characterized by a 
House subcommittee today as “not 
only an error in judgment,: but 
an -indication of a definite lack 
of enthusiasm to explore the mat- 


ter fully.” 

The subcommittee, which is in- 
vestigating corruption in the Jus- 
tice Department, found also “an 
inference that there was a con- 
nection between the political con- 
tributions of the liquor companies” 
and the failure to investigate. 


From -1948 through 1951, the 
subcommittee estimated, based on 
testimony given last spring, that 
“from $112,450 to $120,450” was 
contributed to the Democratic 
party by individuals connected 
with the liquor industry. In the 
same period, the Republicans re- 
ceived “between $43,100 and $45,- 
000," the. subcommittee reported. 


Fourth Partial Report. 


Findings of the subcommittee, 
which is headed by Representative 
Frank L. Chelf (Dem.), Kentucky, 
were in a fourth partial report, 
made public today. It covers only 
the subcommittee’s inquiry into 
complaints that the Just De- 
rartment’s anti-trust division had 
been derelict in its decision not 
to investigate the “big. four” of 
the liquor 


whether there was concerted 
action among the ‘big four’ in 
an attempt to monopolize. or re- 
strain trade. 
“Attorneys of the anti-trust 
division discounted the com- 
plaints it received on the ground 
that conspiracy or collusion 
among the ‘big four’ was not 
alleged,” the report said. “In this, 
we think, the anti-trust division 
was in error.” % 
“It is true that the ‘big four,’ 
so long as they compete and do 
not band together, are not a/ 
monopoly. The error of the anti- 
trust division lay in matters 
which it did not bother to con- 
sider.” 

Distributor Setup. 
What the Justice Department 
should have investigated, the re- 
port went on, was the relationship 
between the distillers and their 
distributors—a relationship which 
in many cases prohibits a distrib- 
utor from handling any brands of 
liquor but those of a major dis- 
tiller. 

“The distributor’s business and 
all he may possess hang on the 
continued good will of the dis- 
tiller,” the report said. ‘Clearly, 
therefore, the distributor will not 
resist too strongly the distiller’s 
wish that a less famous inde- 
pendent line should not be han- 
died ... shutting off independents 
from market will result in the 
elimination of independent distil- 
lers as surely as any combination 
among the ‘big four’ could pos- 
sibly do.” 

This restriction of market out- 
lets has continued since 1949, the 
subcommittee pointed out, and 
added that “if at all possible, ac- 
tion should be taken before a 
practice which will crush com- 
petition has achieved its results, 
so those against whom a practice 
is directed will be protected 
rather than avenged.”

Faculty members were asked to 
express their reasons for their 
views. Among those opposing 
Eisenhower some thought he had 
been captured “by the Old 
Guard.” They disparagingly eom- 
mented on his bow to “reaction- 
ary elements.” A few sneered at 
what they called “Eisenhower's 
compromises to get votes.” 

“We thought Eisenhower was 
the man to make the Republican 
party an instrument of Repub- 
lican democracy,” one faculty 
member said. “That is why many 
of us rooted for him for nomina- 
tion. We are disappointed, dis- 
illusioned Democrats for Steven- 
son.” 

The men devoting themselves 
o education, found a “lack of 
integrity” in the “irresponsible” 
and “vague” statements made by 
the Republican nominee. They 
were dismayed at Eisenhower’s 
willing acceptance of his poten- 
tial successor to the presidency, 
Senator Nixon. The vice-presiden- 
tial nominee’s failure to explain 
his personal finances was a 
source of embarrassment to the 
Columbia University faculty.

By now in this campaign, I 
have had a liberal education in 
the use of invective, and, shall 
we say, inaccuracies and dis- 
tortions. The reason, of course, 
is that our campaign is a con- 
structive, progressive, crusade 
to liberate the American people 
from the shackles of expensive 
corruption and waste, from the 
straight-jacket of inflation and 
taxes, and from the terrifying 
shadow of war that a vacillat- 
ing stop-and-go fereign policy 
has cast upon us. 

Against this crusade of ours 
their sole retort has been abuse. 

But I said at the outset that I 
felt this was a time to restate my 
personal beliefs. I think it is im- 
portant to spell out the beliefs 
which make this a crusade for me. 

These things I believe: 

(1) I believe that the President 
of the United States should serve 
the people, irrespective of 
their race, their creed, their color, 
and particularly irrespective of 
how they will or how they have 
voted.

Chiang said peoples of Asia, on 
the perimeter of the Iron Cur- 
tain, “should understand that, if 
the Russian Communist empire is 
not eliminated, the first to fall 
will be countries of the East— 
(then) the whole world will fall. 

“Therefore, if the peoples of 
the East damage their ties with 
the West or if the West oppresses 
the East, Communism will break 
through.” 

Chiang said he was sure that if 
the West, led by the United 
States, gave assurances to eastern | 
countries about their national as- 
pirations, these would be ac- 
cepted and the East would co- 
operate. 

To emphasize his conviction, 
Chiang noted that Britain hon- | 
ored its wartime pledge to grant 
India independence.

Eight other generals were elected 
to the 32-member group. 

Sun won honors during World 
War II for his leadership of Chi- 
nese troops in the Burma cam- 
paign.

EVERAL thousand miles of 

travel and a great many weeks 

of reasonably ind in- 
quiry, covering almost every re- 
gion of this country, normally 
ought to produce a theory about 
an election. These reporters met 
here in Washington to pool their 
experiences and work out such a 
theory about the present contest. 
But the indications are too con- 
flicting, and no election forecast 
will be offered in this space. 

Instead it seems better to try 
to ‘answer the question that is 
keeping such enormous numbers 
of voters wobbling on the fence: 
“Who has been captured by whom, 
and will they stay caught?” The 
best way to approximate an an- 
swer is by studying the campaign 
patterns. 

Eisenhower-Willkie Parallel. 

In some respects, Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower's campaign is rem- 
iniscent of Wendell Willkie’s cam- 
paign 12 years ago. Like Willkie, 
Eisenhower was nominated by the 
moderate-progressive, world- 
minded wing of the Republican 
party. Like Willkie, Eisenhower 
got off to a bad start as a cam- 
paigner, although the General’s 
rather stumbling early efforts 
were nothing like the sheer hor- 
ror of the Willkie acceptance 
speech. 

Again like Willkie, Eisenhower 
was exp®sed to pressure from the 
more conservative, isolationist 
wing of his party, by the very 
fact of his own weak start. And 
like Willkie, Eisenhower yielded 
to this pressure, making politi- 
cal compromises and appeals for 
votes which seemed out of char- 
acter to many of his original ad- 
mirers and supporters. 

The Willkie parallel is valuable 
to recall because so many people 
Who much admired Eisenhower 
have been so much upset by the 
course the general has taken.

‘RHEE SAYS KOREANS 
CAN’T FIGHT ALONE 
AGAINST REDS YET 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
The New York Times says Korean 
President Syngman Rhee firmly 
insisted in an interview yester- 
day that the South Korean army 
was not yet strong enough to 
fight alcne against the Commu- 
nist forces. 

-A Times dispatch from Seoul 
by~George Barrett, said the 77- 
gear-old Rhee made it clear that 
South Korea was looking toward 
a*day when its own army could 
defend the republic, but he also 
made it clear he thought the time 
was not now.

The Douglas-Dirksen Debate 


One of the best features of the campaign sd 
far was the radio debate between Illinois’ two 
United States Senators—Paul H. Douglas, Demo- 
crat, and Everett McKinley Dirksen, Republican. 
Those who heard'it from its origin in Glen 
Ellyn, Ill., heard the views of able members of 
both parties on corruption, Communism and 
Korea, 

But what is more, the large radio audience 
heard the answer immediately after hearing the 
charge. The ayditors could decide how much 
validity there was on each side, where the bunk 
was, how sound an assertion was in the light of 
the facts in the rebuttal. 

Senators Douglas and Dirksen joined in some- 
thing eminently worthwhile. ~What a fine thing 
it would have been if Gen. Eisenhower and Gov. 
Stevenson had engaged in a series of joint ap- 
pearances in which they debated the great issues 
in the leading cities of the country with radio 
and television hookups. That would have taken 
a lot of nonsense out of the campaign. 
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Progress in Transit 

Proposals for attacking the mass transporta- 
tion problem are rapidly taking shape, a situa- 
tion that lends substance to the hopes of many 
that the problem though vexing is not insoluble. 

The Mayor’s Transit Ownership Committee 
has made public its report. And although it la- 
bored within a disappointingly narrow frame of 
reference—it was instructed to consider only 
ownership by the city alone—its report indicates 
important elements of the eventual solution. 

For one thing, the fact that the committee 
deemed traffic regulation of sufficient import- 
ance to be included within the scope of its pro- 
posal for a publicy-owned Transit and Traffic 
Authority is a heartening sign. Auto congestion 
represents a substantial part of the transit prob- 
lem, and until traffic is dealt with bus and street- 
car service can be neither rapid nor healthy. 

The committee also made a strong case for 
public ownership. As it pointed out. the obliga- 
tion of a municipality to provide adequate mass 
transportation facilities, when deemed necessary, 
is neither revolutionary nor socialistic. State 
laws authorize it and, indeed, the City Charter, 
adopted in 1914, also provides such authority. 

But the heart of the committee’s argument 
for public ownership lies in this paragraph: 


If private industry is unable to furnish an 
adequate mass transportation system under 
conditions which exist and which are likely 
to continue to exist for a substantial period 
of time, the municipality not only has the 
right, but is under the duty and obligation to 
provide such transportation. 


The proposed Transit and, Traffic Authority 
would be authorized to co-operate with any tran- 
sit agency that might be created in St. Louis 
county. This is an attempt to break out of the 
rigid restrictions with which the committee was 
tied, but is not. sufficient.. 

As we have said before, no transit system 
will be worthwhile if it does not encourage 
movement from outlying areas to the downtown 
central district and back again. The city line is 
not and cannot be the last stop on the bus line. 

In this connection, a more promising vista 
is that offered by the proposal for establishment 
of a Metropolitan (city and county) Transit Au- 
thority. It is being pushed by AFL Warehouse & 
Distribution Workers’ Local 688. Any day now,

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Gen. Clark’s True Talk 

Gen. Mark Clark only said what everybody 
knows to be true when he rejected the Commu- 
nists’ proposal for new peace talks at Panmun- 
jom.

Tony Schneider of Carmi, Ill, picked up a 
hitch-hiker and was robbed of $138. Dean

Private funeral services for 
Dwight S. Perrin,, former as- 
sistant managing editor of the 
Post-Dispatch, will be held tomor- 
row at Tucson, Ariz., followed by 
cremation. Mr. Perrin, 64 years 
old, died yesterday at Tucson of 
a heart ailment. 

He left St. Louis In 1939 after

If he insists on the pol- 
icy that most .of his original 
admirers and supporters expect, 
he can hardly avoid a sharp strug- 
gle with Senator Robert A. Taft 
But he will be

ence in practical politics and his 
usually admirable desire to con- 
ciliate do not cause him to throw 
his natural advantages away. 

Stevenson Plan Changed. 

By the same token, Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson also has made impor- 
tant compromises. Like Eisen- 
hower, Stevenson experienced dis- 
appointments early in the cam- 
paign. Especially, he and his 
advisers found that mere nomina- 
tion as Democratic candidate for 
the President did not transform 
Stevenson into a vivid national 
| personality overnight. This in 
turn upset the original Stevenson 


country by sober discussion of 
curren. issues. Sober discussion 
was all very well in its way, the 
Stevenson high command discov- 
ered, but it did not gain ground 
| against Eisenhower's popularity. 

Hence Stevenson, who at first 
promised that he was “not going 
to run against Hoover,” has be- 
gun to do precisely that. He has 
made no discernible concessions 
on foreign policy. But on domes- 
tic policy, he has switched over 
to an intensive effort to maintain 
the old Democratic alliance of the 
farmers, labor, the Negroes and 
the South. This change of stra- 
tegy is, in itself, a major conces- 
sion. Yet, as in ‘“‘isenhower’s 
case, there is no reason to believe 
that the concession made by Ste- 
venson has fatally impaired his 
power to take an independent line 
if he reaches the White Heuse. 

In short, each candidate has re- 
luctantly but. inevitably acquired 
a good deal of the coloration of 
the party that nominated him; 
but each, in his different way, 
remains himself too.

He paused and considered life for a moment, then 
observed mildly: “Can you imagine a man_ just 
standing around giving away money?” 

That led into the first contestant, a man who 
exports milking,machines. The contestant had a 
female consort, 5 is customary in these quizzes.

Shriner inquired. “After four or five times, they 
forget they’ve ever been milked by hand.”

N A COUNTRY where millions 
| of people tend to wear and eat

This has been demonstrated to 
us these past few weeks since we 
were asked to dig into the story 
of a family and a family business 
that’s been flourishing here for 
nearly 80 years.

One 
of these buildings is the compa- 
ny’s U.S. Internal Revenue Bond- 
ed Warehouse No. 3 for the stor- 
age of bourbon—15,000 barrels of 
it, or some 675,000 gallons. It’s
